Brooks and Landgraf Hanged 
at St. Louis. 


Preller’s Murderer Leaves a State- 
ment Protesting Innocence, 


Gov. Morehouse Refases the British 
Minister’s Last Appeal) 


Other Eastern News—Thousands View the Remains 
of Gen. Sheridan in St. Matthew's Charch 
—Yellow Fever’s Ravages in Fior- 
ida—Panic at Jacksonville. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

St. Louis, Aug. 10.—|By the Associated 
Press.| Hugh M. Brooks, alias Maxwell, 
was executed a few minutes before 9 o’clock 
this morning. Henry Landgrat, who mur- 
dered his sweetheart, was hanged with 
Maxwell. A postponement of the execu- 
tion for two hours was made by the Sheriff 
at the request of Maxwell’s attorneys, who 
hoped against hope for British interference. 
The announcement of the brief delay was 
made to Maxwell and Landgraf at 6 o’clock. 
Maxwell was nervous, pallid and ill at ease 
in the last hours, ate sparingly of his break- 
fast and shortly after o'clock, having 
dressed himself in an entire new suit, par- 
took of holy communion. Landgraf re- 
mained cool and collected throughout the 
night, ate hearty at breakfast and received 
the sacrament soon after Maxwell had done 
80. 


Maxwell’s attorneys waited till the last, 
in the hope of receiving a dispatch from the 
British Government, which would induce 
further delay of proceedings. Maxwell re- 
ceived the news of two hours’ postpone- 
ment from 7 to 9 o’clock caimly, though an 
expression of great relief was plainly visi- 
ble on his features. Landgraf paid no at- 
tention toitin any way. Crowds on the 
housetops surrounding the jailyard where 
the execution was to take place, remained 
patientiy in their elevated positions from 
5 a.m. until the hour of execution. The 
view was clear and unobstructed from the 
roofs of dozens of buildings in the vicinity, 
and hundreds of people took advantage of 
the same. The number of spectators ad- 
mitted to the jail was unusually small. For 
the first time in the history of the St. Louis 
Four Courts, telegraph instruments were 
placed in the building by the Associated 
Press for prompt transmission of news to 
the public, 

At 8 o’clock atelegram was received from 
Jefferson City saying that the Governor 
had received another dispatch from British 
Minister West, in Maxwelli’s behalf, but de- 
clined to change his decision. At8:45 the 
Sheriff entered the cell where Maxwell! and 
Landgraf had been placed together and 

read the death warrants. Maxwell paled 
perceptibly, and showed evidence of in- 
creasing weakness, and as his arms were 
being  emeage bit his lips and gu 

seyeral times. Landgraf remained stolid. 
THE EXECUTION. 

The procession to the scaffold was formed 
with the Sheritf and deputies in front, fol- 
lowed by the condemned men with a priest 
between them. Then the police, then re- 
porters and witnesses. As they moved 
slowly, Maxwell was a piteous sight, with 
ashen pallor on his face, pinched and 
drawn, eyes swollen and lips twitching. 
Landgraf moved like a log, with half a 
smile, half a sneer on his face. The priest 
read prayers, and the men signified they 
had nothing to say. As the black caps 
were drawn down, an awful look of 
despair passed over Maxwell’s face, and his 
knees trembled. 

The nooses were adjusted and at 8:56 the 
drop fell. Landgraf never moved a muscle 
thereafter. Not so with Maxwell. When 
he fell nis breast heaved convulsively and 
his limbs were drawn upward, while the 
spectators were shocked by a stream of 
blood pouring down the right breast of his 
coat. which was afterward found to have 
been caused by a cuton the nose inflicted 
by the rope. Landgraf was pronounced 
dead in 11% minutes. Maxwell’s struggles 
continued 14 minutes. 

Landgraf was cut down at 9:12, Maxwell 
at 9:15. The bodies were removed to the 
morgue office and photographed, after 
which a post-mortem commenced. It was 
stated by the physicians that the neck of 
each was broken. 

After the post-mortem, the remains of 
Maxwell were taken a the undertaking es- 
pre pnt of George W. Lynvh, embalmed 

De age for burial. The casket was 
ented conveyed to Calvary Cemetery and 
laced in a vault for interment at a later 
ay. Thneresultof the post-mortem shows 
that the necks of both Maxwell and Land- 
aff were broken. Maxwell’s nose was 
roken, and it is presumed that he struck 
some part of the gallows in his fall. Sev- 
eral of the smaller bones in his neck were 

fractureti. 

HIS LAST STATEMENT. 

Today Maxwell furnished a document 
which he called his dying statement. In it 
he reasserts his innocence of the wilful 
killing of Charles Arthur Preller, and then 
gives an epitome of the statement of the 
case as heretofore publisned, beginning 
with the acquaintance formed in Liverpool 
with Preller, detailing the death of Preller, 
his own terror and flight, the pursuit, cap- 
‘ture, trial and conviction, and closing with 
a bitter denunciation of those whom he as- 
serts had been instrumental in dragging 
him out of the highways of justice into the 
by-paths of mob law, and making his exe- 
cution an infamy and disgrace tothe United 
States. 

THE PRELLER MURDER. 

The crime for which Hugh M. Brooks, 
alias Maxwell, paid the extreme penalty of 
the law this morning was the murder of 
Charles Arthur Preller at the Southern 
Hotel, this city, April 6, 1885. The ac- 

aintance between the two men began at 
Liverpool, England, when both were on 
their way to this country. When they ar- 
rived on this side they separated at Boston, 
Brooks coming to St. Louis and registering 
as Walter Horace Lennox Maxwell. 

A few days later Preller arrived and the 
two were thereafter almost constantly to- 
gether. Preller was last seen alive Sunday 
afternoon, April 6th, in Maxwell’s room by 

a bell boy. Twice that day Maxwell pur- 
chased a large quantity of chloroform at a 
drugstore near by, telling the druggist he 
was using itin an experiment. Next day 
Maxwell made a number of purchases at 
various places, spending money very freely, 
although before he not ap- 
‘peared to have an abundance of cash. 
Among his purehases was a ticket to 
San Francisco. He left that night over 
the St. Louis and San Francisco road, 
Nothing was thought of his sudden depart- 
ure until the 14th of April. For several days 
prior tothatdate the chambermaids noticed 
an unpleasant odor coming froin room 144, 
and connected it with Maxwell’s tranks: 
On the 14th the smell became so pronounced 
that the trunks were removed to a lower 
room and opened. A body was found, 
wiiich proved to be Preller. On the breast 
of the body was a cross cut, and on the in- 
side of the trunk, just above the corpse’s 
head, a card bore the inscription: “So 
perish all traitors to the great cause.” The 
body was in a ghastly state of decomposi- 
tion. 

it was an easy matter to trace Maxwell. 
NS San Francisco he represented himself as 


T. S. Dauguier, a French army officer, On 
Sunday, April 12th, he sailed for New 


k, and 

when the steamer arrived at Auckland he 
was arrested and returned to St. Louis, 
The defense made at the trial was that the 
death of Preller was accidental, Maxwell 
having administered chloroform  prelim- 
inary to an operation he was about to per- 
form. He fled because he would not be 
permitted to.testify in,his own behalf. 

One theory of the police was that both 
men were effeminate and guilty of the vilest 

ractices, out of which grew the tragedy. 

his was quickly superseded by the idea 
that the motive of the crime was robbery. 

Preller’s trunks and the remaining effects 
demonstrated beyond doubt that the owner 
was a wealthy commercial traveler, but no 
money or valuables upon which money 
could readily be realized were found. Books 
in French, German and English showed 
that he was a man of extensive culture, in- 
clined to religious reading, of a mysterious 
turn. Old passports vised by English con- 
suls indicated that Preller had been an ex- 
tensive traveler for an English firm in 
tapestries and silks. 

he most damaging testimony against 
Maxwell was that of Detective Dingfelder 
who became acellmate and confidant, aad 
secured a confession of the crime. Max- 
well was found guilty and sentenced to 
hang. The history of the many subsequent 
efforts to secure a new trial or commutation 
of sentence are still fresh in the public 
mind. 

LANDGRAF’S CRIME. 

The crime for which Henry Landgraf 
suffered the death penalty was committed 
on the night of March 5, 1885. The victim 
was his sweetheart, Annie Fisch, a beauti- 
ful girl of less than 158 years. Jealousy 
prompted the deed.

Sudden Closing of a Restaurant— 
What Yext’? 

Last night, between Zand 8 o'clock Offi- 
cer Marden came to the police station and 
reported that the Famous Coifee House, at 
No. 100 South Main street, J. F. Tierney, 
proprietor, was deserted, and that the doors 
were open. There were a number of pies 
and other articles of food about the 
place, together with all the fixtures, which 
had been left justas they had been used 
last, but no sign of the late proprietor could 
be found. Later tne ewner of the property 
came in, and wanted an officer detailed to 
watch the house during the night, but the 
officer was instructed to lock the place up, 
and turn the key in at the station, which he 
did, 

lt was learned by a Times reporter from 
the owners of the property, who are the 
heirs of French Charlie, who died some 


time ago, that Tierney had been in the 
place about three months. le was ‘said to 
owe everybody, and was also considerably 
behind in his rent. It is probable that when 
he saw that he could not pay out, that he 


‘quietly skipped, with what money he could 


et his hands on, leaving what fixtures he 


ad for his creditors. One man, 
who refised to give his name; 
was found at the place, and from 


what he says was badly swindled. The 
person referred to said that he had been 
out to the races Thursday and got broke, 
and that when he camein town he weut to 
the Famous and “putup” his gold watch 
for his supper and was given a meal-ticket 
for it. When he went to supper last even- 
ing the place was deserted and he was un- - 
able to find any trace of his watch or the 
proprietor. He did net say whether he 
would try to have Tierney brought back or 
not. 


THEY SETTLED. 


The Money Is Paid Over and Every- 
body Is Happy. 

The case of Louthian, the Santa Monica 
grocery-keeper, was yesterday settled by 
the payment of all the claims of his credit- 
ors in full, amounting in the aggregate to 
#3200. ‘The four firms interested are Hell- 
man, Haas & Co., Curtis &. Patterson, the 
Los Angeles Milling Company of this city — 
and the Bothian Manufacturing Company 
of San Francisco. The invoices from June 
to July 24th show $2003.63, of which only 
about #00 worth of goods was found 
in the store. A large portion of the 
goods were found by the detectives 
at the residence of W. H. Hubbard, 
Louthian’s father-in-law. Mr. Hubbard 
stated that the goods were brought to his 
place one day last week, when he was not 
at home, and left there. He said that he 
did not know who they belonged to, as no 
one had called for them, or had made any 
claim for them. Louthian’s horse and 
buggy was also recovered. Louthian him- 
self says that he thought there was no 
harm in trying to save all he could; as he 
knew his store was about to be attached.

A DETECTIVE AFTER 
HEAKST’S BIG SACK. 


How a Los Angeles Correspond- 
ent Wrote the Lucas Case Up— 
Full Text of the Complaint —A 
Case That wrromises to Furnish 
Many Sensations.

A. J. Lucas, the private detective, yester- 
Cay brought suit against W. R. Hearst, of 
the San Francisco Examiner, for #50,000 
damages for amalleged libel published in 
that paper on the 20th of April last, on the 
occasion of Lucas’s arrest. Now that he 
has been tried and acquitted of the charge, 
he sues the Examiner. The following com- 
plaint fully explains itself:

cess to all sorts of uses and busi- 


ness places, aud their opportunities for 
locating and plundering were legion. 

***Eiton also claimed that, if the case was 
worked up, indisputable evidence of the 
truth of his story could be secured, and 
that, ees: some of the stolen goods 
could be found in Lucas’s possession. 

* ‘Detectives Harris and Metzler, on the 
proposition that even the Sharpest criminal 
makes blunders a novice would scorn to 
own to, this afternoon secured search war- 
rants for property for which Elton had 
“ty to them alist, which he claimed to 

ve turned over to Lucas. 

“**The detectives found Lucas in his head- 
quarters. He indignantly denied all com- 
plicity in, or knowledge of, the robbers’ 
gang, nor did he know Elton. 

“ELTON TOLD THE TRUTH. 

**On opening his safe, the detectives 
found evidence showing that Elton was in 
his employ up to the time of his arrest. A 
goldchain and locket, Elton’s badge and 
pistol, gold rings and a fan-brooch corre- 
sponding with items on the search warrant 
were found. 

“*Lucas then weakened and gave Metz- 
ler a letter to his wife, instructing her to 
Rive up the rest of the sate go at his house, 

he detectives then found the other articles 
wanted. Lucas was arrested and placed in 
the County Jail. 

***Will Elton first met Lucas in San Fran- 
cisco about a year and a half ago, where 
the latter, having learned that the boy had 
left England with about £500 belong 
his mother, at vunce obtained the whip 
hand over him, and brought him up to carry 
out his orders. He brought him to this 
city and made hima member of his detect- 
ive force. 

***Elton says that just before he was ar- 
rested Lucas came up to him and hurriedly 
demanded his badge and pistol, so as to re- 
move all suspicion of congection with him.

M'CANN'’S TROUBLES. 


The Queer Manner in Which Crim- 
inals Are Treated. 

For the past day or two there has been 
some talk about the Justice Court about 
the release of one James McCann, arrested 
on a charge of burglarizing the house of 
Mrs. Benson, on Angeles and Commer- 
cial streets, in July last, but whose case 
never came to trial, and on Thursday nicht 
Deputy Constable Clement of Justice 
Taney’s court, rearrested McCann ana had 
him locked up in the County Jailon a 
charge of disturving the peace until he 
could investigate the matter. Yesterday 
afternoon's Express contained a long ac- 
count of the affair, which, on its face, looks 
as though something was radically wrong 
in the administration of justice. On in- 
vestigation the matter was found not to be 
as bad as it looked, but still it is bad 
enough, showing carelessness on the part 
of certai:. court officials, and a reprehensi- 
ble laxity in the keeping of the records. 
In brief, the true facts of the case are as 
follows: On a 4th, James McCann was 
arrested on a charge of burglary, and on 
the 30th was brought before Justice Taney, 
had his preliminary examination and was 
remanded to jail. His case then seems to 
have been forgotten by the District Attor- 
ney, but was carried forward regularly on 
the jail register until November 17th, when 
he was discharged, an entry appearing on 
the register: “Discharged by order of 
Judge ©’ Melveny.” The receipt-book also 
shows that on that date Deputy Sheriff 
George Kussell receipted for McCann, and 
the receipt is indorsed also: “Discharged 
by order of Judge O’Melveny.” Here all 
trace of any legal proceedings is lost, as 
Judge O’Melveny’s minutes contain no 
wention of any proceedings in regard to 
McCann on that date. At any rate, McCann 
was released at that time, and has been at 
liberty until rearrested by Constable Clem- 
ents, as above stated. A further point 
which was dwelt on at some length as look- 
ing badly was the fact that no commitment 
could be found. 

A Times reporter last evening investi- 
oti the case, and found that Hugh J. and 

Crawford were McCann’s attor- 
neys, and that on November i7th they 
broyght their client before Judge O’Mel-

A LADY WHO WANTS J. 
BROOKS’S 8SCALP-LOCKS., 


She Tells Some Very Naughty Stories 
About Fresno—How it Was Incor- 
porated—Claims That Her Letters 
Were Tampered With. 


Mrs. C. Fumey is evidently after some- 
body’s scalp, and that somebody seems to 
be the Hon. J. Mary Ann Brooks, late 
United States District Attorney for the 
Southern District of California. Mrs.‘ 
Fumey first made her appearance in 
Angeles some months ago, or about 
time when the United States Court opened 
down here. She called on the officers of the 
court and informed them that a terrible out- 
rage was being committed in Fresno. The 
lady also informed the officers that the city 
of Fresno never would have been incor- 
porated had it not been for fraud. 
She seemed to have an idea that the whole 
city wire-pullers and ail, 
should be arrested. The District Attorney 
told her that it was a matter for the State 
ofticers, and that he coula do nothing in 
the matter. Mrs. Fumey did not give uP, 
however. She stuck by Brooks, and finally 
induced him to take the matter before the 
Grand Jury, so he says, but nothing was 
done, and the lady was lost track of until 
yesterday, when she popped up with the 
following circular, which shows that she is 
still camping on Brooks’s trail.

THRCOMBINATION TEMPERANCE 
CONVENTION IN SESSION. 


. Republicans; Democrats, Prohibi- 
: tionists, Anti-Saloonists and W.C. 
T.U. People Meet on a Common 
“Nostrum”™ at Long Beach — The 
Debate—A Clear-cut Report. 


Lona Bracn, Aug. 9.—[{Special Cor- 
respondence of Tur Times.| The W. 
C.T.U. convocation closed today at 11 
a.m. with a consecration and devo- 
tional meeting. The concluding 
prayer was offered by Mrs. Mary E. 
Ransom of Los Angeles, that good old 
mother in Israel, whose voice has so 
often been raised in fervent petition, 
and whose hair has grown white in the 
service of the King. It was like an. 
outpouring of the Holy Spirit, so 
earnest, so eloquent, so all-embracing, 
yet so humble, and was a fit closing of 
these meetings that have been 80 full 
of interest to all lovers of humanity. 

A POLYGLOT CONVENTION. 

At 11 o'clock the Temperance Con- 
vention (a non-partisan meeting) 

opened, and the gentlemen, with all 
the bustle and breeze and noise which 
the occasion demanded, took posses- 
sion of the platform. In contrast'with 
the hitherto quiet, orderly atmosphere 
it was as if a Nebraska cyclone had 
struck the place. 

Rev. A. M. Hough was elected tem- 

rary chairman and Mr. James H. 

Blanchard secretary. 

Dr. J. P.. Widney read the call 
stating the object of the convention, 
which was briefly as follows: It is not 
an antisaloon meeting, nor a Prohi- 
bition meeting, nor a W.C.T.U. meet- 
ting, but 

IT REPRESENTS THEM ALL, 
and more; it is designed for every per- 
son opposed to the liquor evil, no mat- 
ter what his opinion may be as to the 
best methods of fighting it. Various 
resolutions were read and adopted, 
committees appointed, and the meeting 
was devoted principally to business— 
forming in line for work. The order of 
exercises for the afternoon was ar- 
ranged us follows: Democrats, Repub- 
licans, Prohibitionists, W.C.T.U. and 

Anti-saloon, each representative to oc- 
_ Cupy the platform for half an hour. 

t 1:30 p.m. the adjourned meeting 
was called, to order by the Chairman. 
The tabernacle was well filled, and 
delegates from various churches and 
temperance organizations were present. 

As no one was there to represent the 
Democratic party on the platform, 
THE REPUBLICANS TOOK THE FLOOR, 
and Dr. Sinsabaugh was loudly called 
for. He modestly asked to be excused, 
but the demand waxed more fierce and 
persistent, and in the midst of thunders 
of applaus¢ he mounted the platform. 
He said: “I have been a Republican 
ever since I became of age, and, though 
not always oe their measures, I 
see no reason why I should break faith 
with that party. If thereis anything 
that riles me, it is to go to election, 
after I’ve been reading up and spent 
months in studying up the question, 
and then have a man stick 
a ticket under my nose that I haven’t 
intended to vote, and if any of you ex- 
pect to convert me at the last moment 
you are mistaken. The Republican 
party is the party we can look to for 
the greatest good to the country. I will 
not agree to vote an unsplit ticket. I

Ing statements: ‘‘We, as a party, rec- 
ognize God first of all. He is our cen- 
tral point. We also recognize that the 
liquor traffic is a great crime, therefore 
it should be prohibited by law. This is 
our first plank. Abruham Lincoln said: 
‘If slavery is not wrong, then nothing 
is wrong.’ History has proved this to 
be true. An aged Senator said: ‘The 
liquor traffic is.the crime of crimes,’ 
and posterity will show it to be so. 
The sale of poison meat is a 
crime. Why not the sale of poison 
drink? This idea ought to be im- 
bedded in the Constitution of our State 
nd the Cofstitution of the United 
_ States. Hence, to this end, the organ- 
ization of the Prohibition party is im- 
ordered in--this country.

At the close of this speech it was an- 
nounced that a Democratic brother had 
arrived, and it was accordingly moved 
and seconded that he be invited to take 
the platform at once, after which the 
Prohibitionists could use the balance 
of the time yet due them.

He looked, 
for all the world, exactly what he 
was—a regular old-time, hard-shell 
Democrat. He drew his long coat 
skirts about him, as he surveyed the 
audience and pompously proceeded to 
Jay down the rules, laws and regula- 


called to order by the chairman, but 
managed to gét through with his 
speech in tolerably good style. “‘I am 
what ‘eas been called a 36-gallon Bap- 
tist,’”’ he observed; “‘I am in the de- 
cline of life, and I propose to put my 
vote where it will do the most good.

Tue Times prints the following from 
City Attorney Little of Monrovia: 
Monrovia, Aug. 10.—[To the Editor of 
Tue Times.]. Under the rather startling 
head of in Monrovia,” Tas Times of 
thisdate contains a paragraph embracing 
an aceusation made against me- by a man 
named Mace. In response thereto, permit 
me to say that there is no truth whatever in 
such accusation, and that the wrongs and 
injuries alleged to have been committed 
are merely works of the imagination 
wrought by a few adventurers in the Saw- 
pit Caiion, No pipes owned by the Deer 
ark Development Company, or other prop- 
erty belonging to that concern, have been 
“taken up” orin any manner, or to any ex- 
tent, injured, damaged or impaired by me 
or anybody else. That allegation is utterly 
without foundation in fact. 
The Deer Park Company pretend to own 
a jarge tract of land, through a portion of 
which runs one branch of the Sawpit 
Caiion stream, of which all the water be- 
longs to the “Santa Anita tract” and the 
Rancho Azusa de Duarte, The city of 
Monrovia is located upon portions of those 
tracts, and its inbabitants derive their sup- 
ply of water from .that stream, The Deer 
ark Company, the man Mace and a person 
named Emerson, diverted the water of that 
stream from its matural channel and into 
flumes, pipes and ditches, by which it was 
conducted upon unimproved and waste 
lands, and there entirely wasted, to the 
great annoyance and serious detriment of 
thousands of citizens. They were enjoined 
from so doing by the Superior Court, but in 
insolent defiance of the court, they contin- 
ued their lawless operations. That com- 
pany has no use whatever for water, having 
neither cultivated lands to irrigate 
nor people upon their alleged prop- 
erty to supply with water for domrs- 
tic purposes. The diversion of the water 
was made for the purpose of wasting it and 
reventing it from flowing down to the 
ands to which it belongs, and to which it 
is appurtenant, and the conduct of that 
company and the men referred to Was wan- 
ton mischief for evil purposes.

Preparing for Campaign Woz-k. 


The new Republican County Central 
Committee meets for organization and 
business today. Its first work, after com- 
pleting its own organization, will be 
the formation of an executive com- 
mittee to take active charge of the 
campaign—to act as the fighting body 
of the larger. organization. A com- 
plete reorganization of this committee 
is demanded, and was contemplated 
by the late county conyention in the 
resolution adopted by it bearing upon 
this subject. It is competent, under 


the same resolution, for the County 
Central Committee to go outsid of its 
own ranks, to some extent, to select 
persons to act as members of the execu- 
tive committee; and that course, we 
believe, meets with the approval of 
practical men who desire to see the 
best possible selections made for this 
important sub-commitiee. Upon its 
efficient organization and effective 
work depend, toa very large degree, 
ths success of the campaign, At 
the meeting today the candidates 
are very properly to be  pres- 
ent and consult as to ways and means. 
They are also to be assessed a little by 
the committee—a delicate task, which 
requires to be performed with care and 
equity. 

The executive committee has work 
of the first importance to perform. It 
is to raise necessary funds to bear the 
legitimate expenses of the campaign; 
it must expend and properly account

He Makes Two Speeches aud Drops 
at Once Into Politics.

New York, Aug. 10.—[By the Associated 
Press.| ‘The steamer City of New York 
was boarded five miles off Sandy Hook, 
while at anchor waiting for high tide to 
cross the bar, by representatives of the 
press, who learned that the voyage was a 
pleasant, uneventful one.

ONCE MORE ASHORE. 


The Main Man Receives Another 
Ovation on Landing. 

New York, Aug. 10.—[By the Associated 
Press.| Upon landing Blaine was escorted 
to an open carriage, and was at once driven 
to the Fifth-avenue Hotel.. Mrs. and Miss 
Blaine, Miss Dodge, Walker Blaine and 
Mr. and Mrs. James G. Biaine, Jr., and 
others were rapidly driven to the hotel in 
other carriages awaiting the party on the 
pier. The events as they occurred on the 
boat from the moment Blaine boarded, 
were quickly recorded and sent te the 
Associated Press by carrier pigeons. The 
pigeon dispatched by Mrs. James G. Blaine, 
Jr., at quarantine early in the morning 
arrived at destination with its message 
within half au hour from the time it leit her 
hands. 

Seated in the reading-room of the Shotel 
was Levi P. Morton, and about the corri- 
dors were Whitelaw Reid, William Walter 
Phelps, Murat Halstead, Chairman Quay, 
of the National Committee, and Thomas C. 
Platt. A few minutes after 11 o’clock 
Blaine arrived, and was greeted with gen- 
eral cheers. He went immediately to his 
room, but cries of “Speech!” brought him 
to the head of the stairs, when he said: 

“Just a word to thank you for your trib- 
ute. {t is the grandest sight and most 
cheerful sounds 1 have heard for a year.” 

He then went to the suite of apartments 
which had been prepared for him, and 
where his family had already gone, 

When Blaine reached his room a brief ad- 
dress in behalf of the Irish-American 
Anti-frée Trade League was read to him by 
Judge Morrison of Arizona. Blaine said he 
felt very grateful for the honor, and would 
in the near future send a written reply to 
the headquarters of the league. 

At 1:15 p.m. members of the Republican

Blaine Presented with an Address 


by the Werkingmen-—The Plamed 


Knight HKeplies in a Vigorous 
Speech for Protection. 


New York, Aug. 10.—[By the Associ. 
ated Press.| Madison Square was ablaze 
again tonight, but Blaine of Maine was 
présent, as was not the case at last evening’s 
parade. The throng did not tonight gaze in 
vain toward the great reviewing stand near 
the Worth monument to see the familiar 
figure of the returned statesman. He was 
there, and though tonight was the tender of 
a serenade and address to him by the work- 
inginen, the entire town seemed to be 
crowding to see and hear. Even before the 
sun set people commenced to gather on the 
curbs and among the trees of the park, and 
long before the appointed time those who 
were entitled begau taking places on the 
grand stand. Wealthy merchants who 
could not obtain seats on the stand jostled 
against the poorest workingmen, each 
vieing with the other to see who could cheer 
the loudest. All around could be seen but- 
tons covered with little American flags, and 
more numerous than those were white 
plumes which many enthusiasts wore in 
their hats or the lappels of their coats. 
Cappa’s full band was there, too, and the 
crowds joined in every air with a chorus of 
cheers. Clubs and hetels were illuminated 
and fireworks added another element of ex- 
citement to the scene. 

Meanwhile, the corridors of the Fifth 
avenue Hotel were crowded with promi- 
nent people, all waiting to see Blaine. 
About9 o’clock he appeared, ruddy and 
smiling. He leaned on the arm of the Re- 
publican candidate for Vice-President, 
Hon, Levi P. Morton, and was enveloped 
inadark-green coat. He walked slowly 
down the main stairway, and was met by 
Police Captain Reilly and a squad of patrol- 
men, who immediately formed a hollow 
square and thus escorted Mr. Blaine to the 
grand stand. When the crowd sighted the 
guest of the evening, there arose upon the 
air a deep, hoarse murmer that swelled into 
cheers, which, it seemed, might have 
awakened the echoes from the Battery to 
Harlem. Handkerchiefs and flowers fiut- 
tered, and hats were tossed in the air. Cries 
of “Blaine! Blaine!” rang out loud and 
clear, and the crowd seemed to have gone 
wild in the excess of their enthusiasm, 


The. gray-bearded man at Mr. Mor- 
ton’s side bowed his acknowledg- 
ment and seemed deeply affected. 


When he reached the reviewing stand, and 
stood in full view of the vast throng which 
by this time numbered many thousands, 
another wild burst of cheering shook the 
air. Again Mr. Blaine bowed, and witha 
wave of his hand quieted the crowd. But 
again and again they cheered, and would 
not be silent. When quiet was finally re- 
stored, A. E. Friend arose ani said: 
“Fellow-Citizens: 1 have to uest si- 
lence and attention while Mr. David Healy, 
on behalf of the workingmen of New York, 
reads an address to that ndest of abe J 


Americans, James G. Blaine.” [Enthus 
astic cheers. | 


MR. HEALY’S ADDRESS 
was substantially as follows: ' 

“James G. Blaine, our first and best-loved 
fellow-citizen, on behalf of the working 
people of America, we bid you welcome 
home. In an especial manner are the wage- 
workers and producers of America promp- 
ted to ask for precedence in welcoming you 
thus upon yeur landing, and to take council 
with you upon pressing the issues of the. 
hour affecting the immediate interests of 
their homes and families, and as to whether 
we would be doing our duty to our families 
or to our country by voting to make our. 
industrial markets a world’s common, and 
ange to the possibility of our competing 
with those foreign nations in markets for 
which it is now proposed to surrender our 
own. In accepting the courtesies ex- 
tended to you by foreign governments 
and statesmen, you have not committed the 
error of counfounding the splendor of a 
court with the happiness of a people, and 
we seek your advice, confident that your 
judgement has not been warped 7 foreigu 
influences and that your counsel will 
untainted by selfishness and free from 
sophistry, and that it will represent the ' 
best interests ot the Republic and there- 
fore of American labor. Our conscience 
assures us that, should your advice be ac- 
cepted by this country, as we believe it 
will be, the enemies of our free institutions, 
in Ft. Sumter or St. James, shall not have 
it to say again that they humbled the flag 
of this supreme and inviolable Union. 

‘*We find those who are seeking the over- 
throw of our protective system re- 
peating to the working people the 
charge that ‘protection does not pro- 
tect,’ and they point to our great industrial 
centers, where many are found in poverty 
and out of employment. Throughout the 
Southern States we find the constitutional 
rights of suffrage and organization forcibly 
withheld from our working ple. As 
well, then, might we say, ‘Freedom has not 
enfranchised and liberty has not disen- 
thralied; therefore let us return to slavery, 
with its markets wherein the laborer was 
bought and sold as acommodity.’ Wea 
peal to you to turn the light of your experi- 
ence and judgment upon this problem with 
a view to assuring the wage-workers and 
all patriotic citizens, North and South, who 
have been influenced by the sophistries of 
those who regard with contempt the legiti- 
mate efforts of working people to better 
their condition and maintain a higher 
standing of wages and home comforts than 
prevails in Europe.” 

“The sympathies of the wage-workers 
have inclined naturally to favor the policy 
of protection. There has not bees during 
that period an openly avowed determina- 
tion by any political party to overthrow the 

tive system until the present Admin- 

on threw down the gauntlet. The 
question is thus urge : n thousands of 
workingmen, whether this issue fs of such 
vital importauce to the interests of the coun- 
try asto make it their duty to sever the 
bonds ct purty allegiance rather than sup- 
port a policy which their conscience & 
them would work injury to the country. 

BLAINE’S REPLY. 

To this Mr. Blaine responded: | 

“Mr. Chatrmen: It would be considered 
ecotism on my part to take this magnificent 
demonstration as personal altogether te my- 
self. Itrather signifies the geegt pepales 
interest in the question upon whica | am 
supposed at least to have a consistent 
record and an earnest zeal. pAupinnte. 
You have before you a contest in which the 
issue is to be settled by the American peo- 
ple for perhaps an_indefinite period one 
way or the other. The year 1887 was p.os- 
perous, and the President at its close pee 
posed a radical change in the industrial 
system which had ponssose that great pros- 
perity, and since that day thers has been 
con{fusiom in the commerce and manufac- 
tures of the United States. Applause. 
The question before the American poeple is 
whether he and hisadministration shall be 
sustained in that movement. Again the 
Republicans, having the best’ cause, have 
nominated the best man. [Applause,]} 
They have given you for President a man 
of sound experience, a man of heroic 
record in war,a man of great purity of 
character, a man of great firmness and 
worthy of the best days of the administra- 
tion in this country; and you have associ- 
ated with him one whom to New Yorkers [ 
need not further describs than to say that 
his name is Levi P. Morton [applause], a 
man of most generous character, of intelli- 
gent comprehension of affairs, of the widest 
and most statesmanlike views on all public! 
questions pending before the American 
people.

“But it will be otnerwise if you wish to 
better your condition and if you want the 
industrial system of protection of the in- 
terests that prevail in this country to be 
maintained. The savings cf wage workers 
of England, Scotland and Ireland, as I said 
today to a Massachusetts gentleman, are 
not nearly as great as there is tonight in 
the savings banks of Massachusetts to the 
credit of the wag® workers of that smal! 
State, and if you turn the acmuunistration of 
this public tucay iato free-trade chan- 
nels you may not expect these great sav- 
ings, for yo ill put ovr laboring men 
throughout the country into competition 
with the labér:ne men of Grent Britain, and 
in the course of live or ten years you will 
make them as poor on this side o. the water 
as onthe other. I will not. in this cam- 
paign, step to argue the qvestion upon any 
other basis. J have no personality ww in- 
duizein, no seres o heal [Lcud 
cheers.} 1 would rather have yor 
coidial and heartfelt and symypaihetic 
welcome than any offics ou 
care to bestow upon me. |Applause. | ut 
in this canvass, in which I shall takes gcveater 
or less part, I shall bo'd this question trom 
beginn:ng to end as the question that 
effects every man, woman and chi!’ in this 
country that depends upon daily Jaber for 
daily bread.”’ |Applause.]

YELLOW FEVEK. 


Epidemic at Jacksonville, Fla —The 
City Panic-stricken. 

JACKSONVILLE (Fla.), Aug. 10.—[By the 
Associated Press.[ Four yellow fever cases 
were taken to the quarantine hospital at 
midnight last night, together with dozens of 
others that had been exposed. Three sus- 
picieus cases are in the city now. 
Over 400 people left today by rail and 
steamer, and many are panic-stricken. The 
Board of Health has announced, after along 
secret session, that the disease is assuming 
an epidemic form. Five’ new cases have 
been reperted in the last 10 hours. The city 
will be entirely deserted within 48 hours if 
the disease assumes aa epidemic form. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—S 
eral Hamilton is taking active steps to preé- 
vent the spread of the yellow fever from 
the infected parts of Florida to other parts 
of the South. A telezram was received 
from Dr. Guiteras, at Jacxaonville, as fol- 
lows: 

“Since yesterday evening two cases were 
found at the City Hospital, in the outskirts 
of town. Onecan be connected with the 
original focus. Three other cases were dis- 
covered today; total, five new cases. We 
are beginning to lose connection with the 
original focus. The importance of isola'ion 
is evidently diminishing. Infected locali- 
ties have been closed up, and measures for 
disinfection taken.” 

The President of the State Board of 
Health of Florida telegraphed that the dis- 
ease is assuming an epidemic form. 

Senator Ca)! today introduced a joint reso- 
lution to appropriate $200,000, to b+ paid out 

the discretion of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, for the prevention and suppression 
of yellow fever, in the interestof the com- 
merce of the United States. It also author- 
izes the S on Genera! of the Marine Hos- 
pital service, to seize and destroy, under 
conditions and regulations to be prescribed 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, any in- 
fected personal or other preperty which is 
communicating infection and disease in in- 
terstate commerce. This condemaed prop- 
erty, it is provided, shall be paid for out of 
the money .appropriated by the resolution. 

JACKSONVILLE (Fla.), Aug. 10.—The 
Mayflower House, a center of infliction, was 
burned this evening by order of the Board 
of Health. 

ATLANTA (Ga.), Aug. 10.—Trains from 
the south are arriving loaded with persons 
froia the vicinity of the fever-stricken lo- 
calities. ‘This city is tull of refugees from 
Jacksonville and other points, but no evi- 
dences of fever have been found among 
them. The citizens of Jacksonville who 
arrived tonight say there must be at least 20 
cases in the hospital there.

SAN BuexAVENTURA, Aug. 10.—[Spec- 
ial.] Before Judge Williams the case of 
Joseph Dye was resumed this morning. 
The usual crowd filled the courtroom to 
overflowing, and when S. M. White arose 
and stated that the defendant desired to 
amend his pieaof not guilty the deepest 
silence prevailed. White moved the Court 
thatthe plea be amended so that the plea 
should stand: “Once in jeopardy, once ac- 
quitted, not guilty.” An extended argu- 
ment followed, the prosecution objecting to 
the amendment. 

Judge Williams, whose rulings thus far 
in the case have been against the defense, 
said that the plea was a novel one, but de- 
cided to admit it. . 

Gage then asked a continuance of the 
case for a reasonable time to allow the.de- 
fense to prepare for trial. 

Two days’ time was granted, althougn 
the Judge was aware that two of the most 
important witnesses were away from the 
State, one in Guatemala. 

Gage and White stated this evening that 
the trial would have to go on. Judge 
Williams nominated next Moudayat 10 
o'clock as the hour of commencement. 
The keenest interest is manifested. Dys’s 
lawyers leave for Los Angeles tonight and 
will return on Sunday. 


ANOTHEK SCARE. 


Unfounded Reports of Indian Out- 
breaks in Arizona. 

(Ariz.), Aug. 10.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The report of the breaking 
eut of 80 Indians and their murderous 
doings in Pleasant Vailey is unfounded. 
There are but seven Indians and one 
squaw absent from the _ reservation, 
and they are accounted for by 
the officers. The rumor originated in 
the fact thata rancher in Pleasant Valley 
named Langoffe, while out hunting stock, 
was shot from ambush and severely 
wounded. He does vot attribute the shoot- 
ing to Indians, but to some parties that he 
had arrested a few months since for horse- 
stealing, and who had taken this mode of 


revenge. No Indians have been seen in 
Pleasant Valley.

The King-Pratt Murder

Turare, Aug. 19.—Fire this evening de- 
sivoyed the warehouse of T. H. Hatch & 
Co., with considerable grain and several 
freight cars on the sides&ack. ‘Lhe loss is 
not yet known. 

TuLare, Aug. 10.—D. H. Hatch & Co.’s 
warehouse was burned this evening. The 
capacity of the warehouse was about 500 
tons. About *WO0 sacks of grain were 
burned. They belo»ced mostly to ‘Timothy 
Paige. ‘Three cars of grain were burned 
also. Other waishouses anda lumber vard 
narrowly escaped, ‘The origin of the fire is 
unknown,

Failed to Agree. 

Santa Rosa, Aug. 10.—The jury in the 
case of Joseph Frey, the Cloverdale stage- 
robber, charged with the murder of Con- 
stable A. B. Crigler, failed to agree and 
was discharged. The prisoner was removed 
to jail. The second trial is set for August 
2ist. The jury stood eleven for conviction 


of murder in the second degree and one for 
acquittal. 


Good for Grape-growers. 

SAN Francisco, Aug. 10.—Many persons 
here interested in the new scheme of dry- 
ing wine grapes, as a mode of escape from 
the ruinously-low prices, are feeling en- 
couraged by the fact that a lange fruit firm 
of San Francisco has a representative in 
the field offering 3 centsa pound for dried 
grapes in advance. This is equal to $20 
per ton gross for undried grapes. 


Another for Catalina. 

San Francisco, Aug. 10.—The Fulton 
Works made a contract this week with the 
Wilmington Transportation Company for a 
new passenger boat to run from Wilming- 
ton and San Pedro to Catalina Island, ‘This 
will be the fourth boat built by this com- 
papy for that line.

FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


WASHINGTON (D. C.), Aug. 10,—[By the 
Associated Press.| Senate,—After routine 
business the Senate proceeded to business 
on the calendar, disposing of various bills. 

At2 p.m. the Senate proceeded to the 
consideration of the fisheries treaty in open 
executive session. 

Mr. Stewart gave notice that as soon as 
the fisheries treaty was disposed of he 
would press a bill for the admission of the 
State of Washington, 


Mr. Call, who was to speak on the treaty, 
said that he was not prepared to doso to- 
day, and suggested that the matter go over 
till Monday. Consent was given and the 


Senate resumed consideration of legislative 
business, 


The Senate bill to regulate commerce 
carried on by telegraph having been 
reached, Mr. Beck remarked that it was a 
very important bill, and asked the chair- 
man of the Interstate Commerce Committee 
whether the report was unanimous. 

Mr. Cullom stated that it was. There had 
been no disagreement whatever in the com-* 
mittee on the subject. 

The bill was read in fulland passed, It 
is the bill introduced by Mr. Spooner on the 
26th of January, 1888, and reported back 
from the Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce, with an amendment, on the 18th of 
July. Its provisions have been published. 

The Senate bill appropriating $25,000 to 
improve and encourage the cultivation and 
manufacture of flax and hemp was passed. 

‘The conference report on the bill to aid 
State soldiers’ homes was presented and 
agreed to. 

' ‘The Senate then proceeded to executive 
business, and soon adjourned till Monday. 
ouse.—Mr. Townshend of Lilinois sub- 
mitted the conference reporton the bill 
granting aid to State homes for disabled 
volunteers. It was agreed to, The pro- 
visions of the bill are extended to Terri- 
torial homes, and its benefits confi :ed to 
homes under State or Territorial contr :!. 

Mr. Springer of Lilinois gave notice that 
he would ask the House on’ uesday next to 

roceed with the onsideration of the Ox«ta- 

oma Bill, and then the House went into 
Committee of the Whole on the private 
es'endar. 

Almost the entire afternoon was con- 
sumed in the consideration of war claims 
bills, discussion turning upon the loyalty of 
the claimants. No action was taken and 
the committee rose. 

The Senate joint resolution was 
authorizing the President to present a gold 
medal to Francis Joseph in recoysniti a of 
his eminent services in constructing and 
perfecting life-saving apparatus. 

After passing haifa dozen private bills) 
the House took a recess. 

The House at the evening session passed 
35 private pension bills and at 10:30 ad- 
journed till Monday.

FOREIGN NEWS. 


Liberal Lords Protest Against the 
Parnell Commission Bill. 

Loypon, Aug. 10.—|By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| In the House of Lords to- 
day Salisbury moved the second reading of 
the Parnell. Commission Bill. After re- 
viewing the case at some length, he said: 
“The gentlemen incriminated did not seek 
legal redress, alleging that they distrusted 
British juries, If they thought, they could 
not obtain justice in England, they could 
have sued in Ireland, but instead of adopt- 
ing that course, they reiterated their de- 
mand for a committee of the House of 
Commons. The Government considered 
the House incapable of furnishing an im- 
partial tribunal, where so much personal 
and political feeling is involved, and 
thought it better to again resort to an 
inquiry by commission. The Government 
has fuil confidence that justice will be done, 
as it has nominated three of the ablest and 
most impartial judges. The charges 
against these judges has not left the 
siightest stain on the characters of the dis- 
tinguished men against whom they were 
directed, but they have covered with dis- 
honor their assailants. The commission 
will close these controversies. It is not 
well that members of the House of Com- 
mons should be accused in the most solemn 
inanner of having tampered with mur- 
der. The truth sbuuld be known whatever 
nay be the issue. The Government is con- 
vinced that it has done good service in 
driving from the arena of political discus- 
sion this foul ard scandalous controversy.” 

Baron Herschel! (Liberal) indignantly re- 
pudiated Lord Salisbury’s insinuation on 
his (Hers. hell’s) late colleagues for having 
taken in the Commons the course which 
they did. They were bound to takeit. He 
maintainea that his friends were in no way 
deserving of censure. Ile regretted thata 
committee of the House had not been ap- 

vinted. He strongly protested against the 
octrine that if newspapers brought charges 
ayainsia public man the accused person 
must be guilty of it if he did not immedi- 
ately sue for libel. If that doctrine was to 
be applied it should be applied impartially, 
and proof that it was not so applied 
was furnished by the fact that a mem- 
ber of the Government had gone before 
his coastituents, a Conservative member 
agy nst whom allegations had been made 
and never refuted, and respecting which he 
had never sued for libel. Thespeaker de- 
fended Parne}l’s course in not suing for 
libel. Even the justice of specifying and 
defining the charzes had been deniea the 
Irith members, and the commission was 
aliowed to rang? through ail the vague 
allegations in the series of anonymous 
newspaper articles. Such an inquiry was 
fraught with the most dangerous injustice. 
ln composing the commission, one member 
at least should kave been chosen who was 
in potitical sympathy with the accused. 

Saiisburv said that there were two fal- 
lacies in Baron Herschell’s speech. That 
gentleman had assumed what was untrue, 
namely, that the Gorernment had in- 
terest in establishtng the guilt of the Irish 
members, On tne contrary, if itwere shown 
that their political party Was not connected 
wiih crime, the tact would conduce toa 
res‘oration of peace and quietness in Ire- 
land. Baron Herschell bad also falsely ' 
assumed that the Government was a prosecu- 
tor. The duty it had endeavored to <lis- 
cherge was to select a iribunal of the high- 
est imipartiality. He believed that the Gov-

tity. 

Lord Kimberly (Liberal) denounced the 
course taken by the Government.
